Kdison Company Asked to 
lnerease Serviee Cost to 
“Outside Patrons” 


The possibilitv of establishing 
zoning system of rates by the Edi- 
son Electric Illuminating Company, 
under which consumers in outlying 
districts 30 or 40 miles from Bos- 
ton would pay higher rates than con- 
sumers -in Boston and immediate 
vicinity, was brought up today. by 
Henry F. Hurlburt, counsel for the 
petitioners against the company, it 
the hearing before the Pubtic Util.- 
ties Commission. 

Mr. Hurlburt went into great de- 
tail at the outset concerning the com- 
munities served by the Edison com- 
pany 20, 30 and 40 miles from Boston, 
and sought to obtain the admission 


from Charles L. Edgar, president of 
the company, who was on the stand, 


it costs the compaby more to 
electricity to  far-distant 
places in the country than to supply 
it to consumers in Boston. 

Mr. Edgar denied that he had 
testified at a previous hearing that 
it costs the company more to serve 
the outlying communities. He 
claimed the company has not worked 
out the costs in detail. 

Nothing Extraordinary 

Taking up the idea of establish- 
zoning system, Mr. Hurlburt 
asked Mr. Edgar if he saw anything 
“extraordinary” in a zoning system 
of rates, fairly worked out. “I would 
not.” was the answer. 

“Have your engineers ever worked 


that 


“No: we have discussed it 
times, but we have never gone 
far as having it worked ®ut by en- 
gineers.”’ 

“It has occurred to you then,” said 
Mr. Hurlburt, “that the pr¢sent rate 
system is not quite fair?” | 

“Not that,” was the reply. “We 
looked at it as an interesting prob- 
lem." 

Mr. Hurlburt called attqntion to 
the fact that the Worcester] Electric 
Company charges 7% cent§ a kilo- 
watt hour to consumers in| Worces- 
ter, while it charges consimers in 
Leicester, less than 10 miles away, 
§ cents an hour. He remarked also 
that the Worcester company's rate 
is 2 cents less than the Edisd@n com- 
pany. 

Resuming his questions, Mr\ Hurl- 
burt asked: “Wouldn't it seem ex- 
traordinary to you, Mr. Edgar, that a 
man could get on a train at the South 
Station and expect to be carried out 
to Hopkinton, 20 or 30 miles away, 
for the same rate that another man is 
carried out to the Back Bay?"

The coming world struggle for raw 
material makes more imperative and 
urgent than ever the necessity of 
exposing all forms of servile labor 
and preventing the exploitation of 
colored labor in the production of 
such articles as sugar, cotton, cocoa, 
rubber, and sisal. This Is covered by | 
several of the accepted lines of in- 
quiry laid down by the commission. | 
The demands and practices of the '! 
Mohammedan faith as expressed to- | 
duy in several countries involve a 
continuous supply of women and of 
eunuchs, which can only be main- 
tained by the capture of young 
woman slaves and the capture of 
young men, not only within, but far! 
beyond the confines of Arabia, Asia 
Minor, and Kast Africa. 

It is apparently for this purpose 
that the slave markets have been re- 
established in the Hejaz, where slave 
sales and slave-owning have been 
made a legitimate practice under the 
law of the land to an extent which 
actually permits the Government to 
draw revenue from the slaves sold 
within territories under the rule of 
the Hejaz Government. The pravity 
of this situation is obvious when one 
remembers that from Itallan, French,

By-laws have been adopted 
charter drawn up, the organiz 
taking-in not only grain and flour 
men but also the members of the 
produce trade. Practically all work 
previously done by the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which founded the 
grain board some 25 vears ago, is to 
be continued by the new organizZa- 
tion, working entirely separate from 
the chamber, the work including sta- 
tistics of receipts of grain. flour, hay, 
produce, ete., imports and exports | 
of the same, and the publishing of | 
iiaily and weekly reports. 

When the chamber was organized 
back in the its membership was 
made up of merchants in the grain, 
flour and allied trades and so con- 
tinued until 1909 when the chamber 
Was merged with the Boston Mer- 
chants Association. From that time 
on, the character of:the membership 
changed, leaving the original mem- 
bers in the minority. Some original 
members hold certificates of mem- 
bership, about 328 being held by 
individuals. Several of these certifi- 
cate holders have accepted the offer 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
io. exchange them for second mort 
gage bonds in the new building of 
the chamber.

been published by the Massachusetts 
Departinent of Education and is be- 
ing issued today to superintendents 
and principals of high schools 
throughout the State. 

The standards of organization 
and management, are expected to be 
particularly helpful to principals of 
smaller high schools while the 
whole is expected to be useful to 
superintendents and principals gener- 

in securing the co-operation of 
their respective communities for 
standards by the state before 
them. superintendent. principal and 
board of education can eo before 
their people for needed improve- 
ment with strong backing and a 
certain assurance of support. 

The manual is, in a sense, the 
work of the high school principals 
themselves. The original draft pre- 
pared by Clarence D. Kingsley, then 
supervisor of secondary 
Was discussed at three 
of high school principals 
carefully revised by three 
committees of high schoo! 
pals. While recognizing progres- 
sive tendencies there was deliberate 
attempt on their part to avoid in 
cluding theories or practices which 
were not based on success in opera- 
tion and supported by sound opinion. 

One of the especially advanced 
ideas contained in the manual is that 
of permitting pupils of seemingly 
less than average ability to move on 
with pupils of nearly their own age, 
instead of holding them back, often 
among children much younger than 
they.

Mr. MacDonald’s Socialism 


Socialism, Critical and Constructive, 


by J. Ramsay MacDonald. Indianapolis: 
The RBRobbsS-Merrill Co... $3.50. 

T IS undeniable that the Labor 

Government of J. Ramsay Mac- 

Donald added enormously to the 
prestige of Socialism, 
may of the bogies which 
fore, have atached to Socialistic 
doctrines and those who 
them. ‘Dire predictions heralded the 
advent of Labor. England was pic- 
tured as though about to be inun- 
dated in Red tide, constitutional 
government destroyed and the in- 
stitutions of Emglish. society over- 
thrown. 

None of these things happened. 
Thev failed to happen not because 
Ramsay MacDonald and his 
ciates’ were any the less Socialists 
in office than out of it, but because 
of two other reasons. First, Social- 
ism itself had been erroneously as- 
sociated in the public thought with 
revolution, and the advent of Labor 
was looked upon. as the dawn of 
revolution. Second. the Socialists. 
themselves, were misjudged 
prophets of violence rather than ex- 
ponents of progress by evolution. 

A third reason entered in to de- 
Bolshevize the Labor rulers of Eng- 
land. They fecognized that their 
rise to power wae not an indorse- 
ment of Socialism but a determina- 
tion to put the task of European set- 
tlement in new hands. 

Socialism Reclothed 

For-thesé reasons, therefore, the 
British Labor Government, despite 
ite blunders and the vociferous mani- 
festations of the radical left wing, 
gave to England an administration as 
wise and, from the _ internationa] 
viewpoint, as successful aS any since 
the war. One-of the results has been 
the reclothing of Socialism in a 
earb of greater respectability than 
any it has worn before. 

All this gives to Ramsay \Mac- 
Donald's interpretation of Socialism 
more than ordinary interest. With- 
out doubt Mr. MacDonald at present 
stands hefore the world not alone 
as the leader of the second party in 
Great Britain. but as the spokesman 
for forces Socialism which, 
whetber we like it or not, are grow- 
ing in power in Europe. 

Socialism, according to Mr. Mac- 
Donald. “aims at the organization of 
the material economic forces of 
society and their. control by the 
human forces. No better criticism 
of capitalism can be given, accord- 
ing to Mr. MacDonald, than that “it 
aims at the organization | the 
human forees of society and their 
control by the economic and material 
forces.” 

The historical development 
the economic and political ideas in- 
valved in these conceptions are 
traced. in this volume, with the 
clarity of expression that is charac- 
teristic of Mr. MacDonald's writing. 


Secialism ahd Communism 

Socialism has been placed under 
a great handicap by the company it 
has been obliged to keep. Unfortu- 

for the Labor Party_at any 
this association has been main- 
The Socialism of Mr. Mac- 
Donald is a vastly different doctrine 
from that of some of the Scottish 
M. P.’s with whom he was obliged to 
work. Similarly, Mr. MacDonald's 
Socialism bears little resemblance 
in regard to method no resemblance 
at all—to the dietrines preaehed 
from Moscow by the fiery Zinovieff. 

Mr. MacDonald is a Constitution- 
alist-—almost corservatively He 
is as onposed to revolution as he is 
friendly to the destruction of capi- 
talism Violence he abhors. If Mr. 
MacDonald's Socialism is ever estab- 
in Eneland-—-or elsewhere it 
will be established not because the 
people of England have joined in 
any mass movement against the old 
order, but heeause they have been 
intellectually convinced of the sound- 
ness of the proposals of Socialism 
for huilding a new order. 

The Communist: idea of fighting 
capitalism is based upon destruc- 
tion by violence. “There.” declares 
Mr. MacDenald, the division be- 
tween Communism and Socialism. 
Communism predicates a sharp and 
definite break in evolution brought 
about bv a revalutionary act of force, 
a transition period of violence and 
dictatorship and the establishment 
of the new order by revolutionary 
actions and decrees. Thus it matters 
not the Communist whether his 
under the authority of a 
or a Labor or Socialist 
government It has-been laid down 
for him in his Moscow decrees and 
he has replied in innumerable mani- 
festos issued by his organizations in 
many countries that -~Communism 
must pursue in all states extra-legal 
methods aimed at the’ violent over- 
throw of every governinent except 
own dictatorship. He frankly 
adopts every weapon. of tyrannical 
governments and justifies himself by 
the end he is striving for.’

goes with the fairy tales of Far 
Cathay. It is a splendid panel of 
polychrome velvet on gold ground, 
woven during the reigh of Shah 
Abbas the Great (1587-1625). Its 
beauty is a remnant of the magni- 
ficence of the prosperous days of 
the Sefevi dynasty. 

Persian rugs in wool 
dating frem this time are well 
known, while the figural velvets on 
gold ground in this class of sixteenth 
century fabrics are exceedingly rare, 
and the Art Institute gift is said to 
he the only example in the United 
States. What wonder that the Art 
Institute and its friends express 
gratitude to the unrevealed donor 
for such an acquisition. The Museum 
of Textiles in Lyons owns one, the 
South Kensington. Museum in Lon- 
don recently acquired another by 
public subscription. a companion 
piece to ours, while in all Europe 
are but 18 such fabrics. the majority 
of which are small patterns. Only 
the Chicago and the South WKensing- 
ton Museum examples preserve the 
full repeat of the designs. 

Still Fresh and Radiant

EDITORIALS 


Not only artists, but all people with a sense 
of the beautiful, have deplored the passing of 
the full-rigged sailing 
ship. Perhaps nothing 
that ever came out of 
man’s workshop had so 
much of beauty and of 
dignity. Seen in the 
proper light, the masses 
of snowy, billowing can- 
vas, rising to dizzy 
heights and pulling the hull beneath through 
foaming seas, made up a picture never to be for- 
. gotten, and today seldom to be seen. For the 
Sailing ship, with all its beauty, came into con- 
flict with economic law, and is inevitably being 
forced off the ocean. 

The steamship, originally an ugly bit of 
marine architecture, has developed in its better 
models into a_ structure suggesting power, 
solidity, dignity. and not a little beauty as well. 
The massive black hull, the towering cabins 
of a great liner, all in dazzling white, the huge 
parti-colored stacks, have an artistic appeal of 
their own, distinct from that of the vanishing 
clipper, but in its own way quite as impressive. 

Now, it appears, comes economic law again, 
remorseless servant of utility and ugliness, and 
threatens the substitution of a new maritime 
creation which for sheer deformity outdoes 
anything afloat. No one who studied the designs

and explained recently in the Monitor will see 
in them anything but stark and repellent ugii- 
ness. But apparently this German inventor 
has hit upon a device sure to persist, and des- 
lined to a great development. With oil and 
coal increasing in cost. any device for dispens- 
ing with them is certain of acceptance. 
Physical scientists have long been predicting 
the exhaustion of humanity’s present sources 
of heat and power. That the oil of the world 
is rigidly limited in quantity, and that the coal 
deposits, though more extensive, are by no 
means inexhaustible, are facts of current 
knowledge. Yet there should be equally wide 
conviction that the Creator’s bounty is bound- 
less, and that apparent exhaustion of a single 
natural product does not mean that the need 
heretofore met by that product is to be left 
unsatisfied. All that is asked of the human 
mind is the alertness and the inventive genius 
necessary for utilizing the inexhaustible store- 
houses of good which lie ready to hand. In a 
brilliant essay upon the field thus fallow for 
man’s cultivation, Mr. J. B.S. Haldane said: 
“Ultimately we shall have to tap those intermittent but 


inexhaustible sources of power, the wind and the sun- 
light. The problem is simply one of storing their energy 
in a form 4s convenient as coal or petrol. If a windmill 
in one’s back garden could produce a hundredweight of 
coal daily (and it can_produce its equivalent in energy), 
our coal mines would shut down tomorrow. ... Per- 
onally, | think that 400 years hence the power question 
in England may be solved somewhat as follows: The 
country will be covered with rows of metallic windmills 
working electric motors which in their turn supply cur- 
rent at a very high voltage to great electric mains.” 
This current, he thought, would be used to decompose 
water into Hquefied and storable gases. 

Already it appears that-the device by which 
llerr Flettner makes the wind propel his ship 
without sails is found applicable to windmills 
as well. Perhaps in even a less space of time 
‘than is conjectured, those countries in which 
breezes are steady and coal expensive will be 
dotted with cylindrical towers busily turning 
the gentle zephyrs into electrical currents. The 
effect may not make for wsthetics, but should 
contribute ‘to human comfort and well-being. 

In the economy of this world there is always 
supply to meet every need. Only the useless 
things——like the dinosaurs and the pterodactvls 

vanish, leaving nothing in their stead. The 
things essential to man’s life and happiness 
either persist or leave something else to perform 
ithe same functions. When whales vanished be- 
tore the harpoons of New Bedford, petroleum 
was found to supply even a better lubricant and 
illuminating oil. Nations now plot and scheme 
and prepare to fight in order to control the 
world’s diminishing supply of oil, but before it 
vanishes something else will be discovered to 
take its place. 

The possibilities of wood alcohol as a fuel 
for internal combustion engines have never 
been fully ascertained. The tides, mightiest of 
all forces on the terrestrial globe, have not yet 
been harnessed? The sun that draws up from 
the earth the millions of tons of water that 
daily descend again in dew or rain, has been 
only experimentally yoked to power-producing 
machinery. Improved devices for generating 
and transmitting the electrical current have in 
the last few years given new value to water 
power, and will probably aid in securing 
general adoption of the new German system for 
harnessing the winds. 

With what confidence, in view of this cumu- 
lative evidence, should man view the supply 
of useful and necessary things for his support 
accumulated by the divine Mind which governs 
all things! When the need arises, the supply 
is forthcoming. He would read economic his- 
tory ignorantly who would doubt the univer- 
sality and permanence of this law. But, more 
than this. He is but blind to divine Providence. 
ignorant of its promises, so long and so abun- 
dantly redeemed, who questions that every 
human need will always be met bv divine Love.

He quoted these words of Ezra Cornell, founder 
of the college at which he spoke, as confirming 
this need: “I would found an institution where 
any person can find instruction in any study.” 

The speaker said it was quite apparent that 
Cornell, even at that day, was cognizant of 
the fact that the higher schools of learning 
afforded little or no training outside the tradi- 
tional courses in the classics, mathematics and 
philosophy. He said that the founder realized 
then, as it is realized even more clearly now, 
that it is shortsighted to confine the oppor- 
tunity for higher education to the wealthy or 
the socially elect. That opportunity, he de- 
clared, should be extended to everybody who 
can profit by it, regardless of financial ties or 
social status. 

The criticism which he makes of the present 
system of university and college training is 
that it is based on the erroneous assumption 
that persons possess equal ability, enjoy equal 
possibilities, and should be given exactly the 
same training as well as the same opportuni- 
ties. He denies that Ezra Cornell's expressed 
desire to furnish instruction to every person 
in any study can be thus construed. 

It is true beyond doubt that even if what Dr. 
Graves finds the present policy to be was ever 
justified, it can no longer be convincingly de- 
fended. Conditions in American colleges are 
not the same as in the vears before the World 
War. There has been placed upon them, or 
urged upon them, a tremendous additional load. 
The sudden accumulation of wealth by thou- 
sands of American families has made it pos- 
sible for additional thousands of voung people 
to seek higher education. There has been felt, 
in almost every college and university, the ne- 
cessity of limiting college admission to those 
who, in the estimation of those in charge, will 
be able to get the most out of the training pro- 
vided. Unfortunately this seems to have re- 
sulted, according to Dr. Graves, in the setting 
up of what he calls an “aristocracy of brains.” 

This, he insists, is where the mistake has 
been made. The basis of selection is regarded 
by him as wrong. There are other things to be 
considered besides mere intellectuality. The 
moral qualities that should be stressed, he iIn- 
sists, are those of industry and perseverance, 
since leadership cannot be attained by the in- 
dolent, however intellectual they may be. 

Societv reasonably insists, that it retains a 
continuing claim upon those who have enjoyed 
special privileges in the way of training and 
education. It is high time that educators, as 
well as the beneficiaries, realize this. Those 
by nature highly endowed should willingly con- 
tribute to the common cause. But it has been 
charged that the tendency of those highly en- 
dowed and specially trained is to devote their 
powers to the attainment of selfish ends. For- 
tunately this allegation has not been convine- 
ingly established by proof. 

There still exist some mistaken superstitions 
regarding education as a whole, and particu- 
larly in respect to the conduct of schools and 
colleges. The inclination is to believe that. in 
the main, all special training provided does 
tend to fit and prepare students and graduates 
for that service which is needed, and without 
which the great aims established by society can- 
not be realized. Human nature, it has been 
said. is the same the world over. That, what- 
ever may be claimed, cannot be changed greatly 
by the attainment of high intellectual standards. 

After many months of deploying, maneuver- 
ing and preparation, Premier Mussolini has at

with, and therefore suspected of being main- 
tained in opposition to, clerical domination. 
politically and socially. recently the Premier 
caused to be introduced in the Chamber of 
Deputies two separate measures aimed at all 
associations, societies and institutions in the 
Kingdom of Italy, requiring them to submit to 
the police all their by-laws and other internal 
regulations, and lists of their officers and mem- 
A separate provision prohibits all em- 
plovees of the Government and of the provinces 
from belonging to any secret society or organi- 
zation which requires them to take an oath. 
The opinion is freely expressed throughout 
Italy that the measures are intended to abso- 
lutely eradicate Masonry from the Kingdom. 

History seems to be repeating itself. The 
warfare is an old one, carried on openly or 
covertly, as seemed best to suit the purpose of 
those who have waged it. Perhaps those who 
are now the object of attack are no more 
alarmed than were their predecessors who have 
defended their simple faith through the ages. 
They no doubt retain the satisfving conscious- 
ness that they guard no deep or terrible secrets. 
which, even if disclosed to all the world. in- 
cluding the Fascisti, would incriminate them or 
justly expatriate them. 

In his interesting volume, “The Beginnings 
of Freemasonry in America,” Mr. Melvin M.

is as little credited ws the other. 


Thus it is probable that Masons in Italy, as 


well as those in all parts of the world, will. 


refuse to become greatly exercised because of 
this twentieth century assault upon _ their 
ancient institution. Perhaps their so-called 


secrets, even if divulged, would not condemn 
them. Surely they cannot be deep or dark to 
have been handed down by word of mouth 
through the ages. It has been said that the 
time will come when all the world, not by the 
methods proposed by Signor Mussolini, but by 
less abrupt and more natural processes, will 
know all the secrets of Masonry that can be 
imparted by the spoken word. When that time 
comes there will be no inquisitions, no attempt 
to pass statutes interdicting the freedom of 
individual action which all people, Masons in- 
cluded, claim the right to enjoy. The Italian 
Dictator, whatever the apparent success of his 
radical action, must learn, sooner or Jater, the 
folly of such a course. It is a long step back- 
ward in an age in which progress and self- 
determination are popular watchwords.

It is not to be wondered at that 
this is so. Man has ever looked apprehen- 
sively and expectantly for such expressions of 
disapproval, sometimes perhaps believing him- 
self neglected because they have not been forth- 
coming. Facing what he supposed were these 
expressions of just displeasure, he has shrunk 
and cowered until they passed. Failing to wit- 
ness them as frequently as he believed he 
should, he has feared lest he mav have been 
forgotten. Nothing could more clearly depict 
a contradictory phase of what we call human 
nature. 

But as men have learned something of their 
true relation to each other and to their Creator 
they have forsaken many ignorant and contus- 
ing beliefs. An eclipse is now seen simply as 
a natural phenomenon, not as an expression 
of divine wrath or disfavor. They have learned 
to read, some correctly and some mistakenly, 
the “signs of the times.” And so it is that on 
the twenty-fourth of the month, in 
many sections of the United States, the people 
will witness, not with fear and trembling, but 
With genuine interest, that rare phenomenon of 
a total eclipse of the sun. From housetops and 
hillsides, conditions permitting, uncounted 
thousands will mark the progress of the 
Shadow which will, for a brief period, shroud 
their part of the world in semidarkness. 

But a new and djstinct progressive step will 
be taken at that time in this interesting study. 
It is announced that a party of astronomers, 
anxious to assure a clear view of the spectacle, 
will go aloft in the giant dirigible Los Angeles, 
ascending over the vicinity of Narragansett 
Pier, Rhode Island, to a height of 6000 or 8000 
feet, and from that vantage point view the 
eclipse at leisure, far above clouds or smoke. 
Equipped with all the improved photographic 
apparatus, they should obtain, for the benefit 
of those who are not permitted to view the 
spectacle so advantageously, a record as in- 
valuable as it will be interesting. 

surely here is proof of advancement. No 
superstitious fear prompts even the children 
to hide from this manifestation. Not many 
vears ago even brave men would not have 
courted anything closer than necessary contact 
with what seemed a bewildering phenomenon. 
Now thev journey forth as far as their most 
efficient devices will permit to meet and view 
it, not from mere curiosity, but that they may 
obtain, for themselves and for their fellow men. 
a closer knowledge of the visible universe. 
Nothing which can be gained is withheld. No 
jealous guardian of the firmament has said thus 
far, but no farther.

A Stroll Over Barrie's Playground 


Sir James M. Barrie chose one of the most uninspiring 
villages in Scotland for his tales. Thrums-——or, t» give it 
its geographical designation, Kirriemuir-—-is a prosaic 
little place, unromantic, lacking, to the superficial eye, 
the magic qualities that might appeal to an author. Not 
so its surroundings. Glamis, a few miles to the south, 
has a castle of haunting memories, quaint stone houses 
not much higher than their occupants, tumbling waters, 
rollicking burns and alluring landscapes at every turn. 
Auchmithie, to the east, hangs its fishing nets out to dry 
while the roar of the waves is ever present. Glenisla, in 
the direction of. the setting sun, hides in the shadow of 
the mountains; while Glencova, to the north, echoes to 
the bark of the shepherd's dog and resounds to the skirl 
of the bagpipes. 

Yet Barrie ignored the stately towers of Glamis, the 
attractions of the glen, and the compelling sweep of the 
sea. Why? Because they produced no Snecky Hobart, 
the bellman. to coax laughter out of the stone-breaker; 
no Haggart to bubble over with bumor like a spring that 
never fails: no Jess McQumpha, with the kindly face, to 
sit at the window overlooking thé brae from which she 
barely stirred for twenty years; no Leeby to dust the 
horsehair chairs and keep the house so speckless from 
love of the simple home. taces beyond Thrums could 
furnish the shell but not the kernel for his stomes.

Go to Kirriemuir, and you will see the window out of 
which Jess watched for the return of her son Jimmy 
from London and the brae her eye constantly rested upon; 
the room in which lav side by side “Paradise Lost” and 
the “Millennium,” a work for much of which Milton could 
take credit: the garden with the line of daisies, white 
and red, on each side of the footpath, and the Commonty 
pitching down to a stream pow impure through the refuse 
of a mill You may look in vain for the thatched roof 
and rope to keep the thatch on in wind, or the knotted 
glass so distinguishing a feature once of thé sturdy abode, 
for modernity is doing its work and effacing the links 
with the past. 

Fortunate vow will be if vou discover anyone who 
knows Barrie's birthplace. The postman may direct you 
to take the first right and the second left; the policeman 
the first left and the second right, while the souvenir 
shop will advise you first to locate the postoffice and to 
there Postcards show you what the building 
looks like, but the same type of house is to be met 
in a dozen different streets. “Barrie,” says the souvenir 
“would be more appreciated if he stayed more 
around.” Which is a reminder that he himself once put 
into the mouth of one of his characters a scheme for a@ 
home for geniuses to which the public would be admitted, 
uid be called upon for funds.

Tree-Growing in Western 


\ forestrs vstem developed in Eurepe where alti-

The best thing that could possibly be done with the

know that the federal Government persists in 
scores of years and millions of money in the vain attempt 
to reforest the Rocky Mountains. The timber which now 
stands upon these mountain slopes has required centu- 
ries to reach a commercial size. Nature has spent thou 
sands of vears in the forestry nursery business in these 
mountains, and in that time she has proved two things: 
(1) that she can grow timber on these mountain slopes; 
and (2) that it requires centuries to grow a stick of 
timber there large enougl’ for commercial use, 

If she wishes to grow fence poles, she must have at 
least one century; if she wishes to grow saw togs, she 
nnust have four or livé centuries 

Some fifteen vears ago the forest ranger, then resid- 
ing at Pitkin, Colo., was walking across the mountains 
from Bowerman to Pitkin. He stepped aside into a 
bunch of little dead pines and cut a walking stick. The 
stick (pine) was perhaps, at the larger end, the diameter 
of a silver dollar. It was so closely grown that he could 
reach no satisfactory conclusion as to its age. He there- 
fore sawed off a section of it and sent it to the Forestry 
Bureau at Washington, D. C., and asked the opinion of 
the officers of the bureau as to the age of the stick. They 
replied that it was more than 400 vears old! 

And still. the federal Forestry Bureau is propagating 
a forestry nursery in a locality less than three miles 
trom the spot where that walking stick grew! Should 
not forest trees be grown, then? Why, certainly they 
should be: but, in all cominon sense and econoniy, thev 
should be grown where the people may hope that thes 
will reach commercial size in time to be of use to human- 
ity, and not where, for centuries, thev will encumber. the 
ground which can be used to a hundredtold better 
purpose. 

But are not forests on these mountain sides needed 
to protect the watersheds and thus conserve moisture for 
irrigation? 

In unswer to this question, the writer would say that 
for forty-two vears he has been a careful observer of 
nature’s work in these mountains, and he asserts, and 
challenges refutation, that timber in these mountains, 
higher up than the altitudes above suggested, is a posi- 
tive detriment to the conservation of moisture. Briefly, 
these are some of the reasons which nature herself 
imposes: 

The timber breaks the force of the winds and prevents 
them from packing the snow; 

The timber wards off the sun's rays and prevents them 
from softening the snow, that it may settle compactly; 

The crowns of the trees are absorbers of the sun's 
heat, and every tree stem is a conductor of that heat, 
taking it into the soil, where it warms up the earth and 
melts the snow under the trees weeks before it is melted 
in the open places, where there are no trees. 

Dav after day the writer has cut timber in these 
mountain forests when the mercury was 25 and 30 de- 
grees below zero. When he would begin early in the 
morning to cut standing trees, the wood being frozen. 
the chips would crumble out like chopped ice. About 
10:30 to 11 a. m., if the skv was clear, the tree-crowns 
would collect the heat and send it down the tree-stems 
and drive out the frost, and the chips would scale out 
naturally. But at 3 p. m., or a little later, the frost 
would again assert dominion, and the chips would crum- 
ble like ice

Certainly more of the town has spilled over than is in 
the cup and part of the spilling is the Den, a ravine form- 
ing a playground at its base and having “pink” paths 
running high along its sides. Shrubbery enhances the 
beauty of the Den, where boys re-enact the battles of 
Scotland’s glory and the girls imitate Flora Macdonald 
in her flight with’ Prince Charlie to Skye. How the 
childish voices echo as the children skip and romp! How 
sweet the accordion in the hands of a skillful plowman! 
How the pipe tunes travel on the gentlest wind!

Several miles beyond Thrums one may hear the bag- 
pipes at their best. Castle pipers—foresters by day—play 
in the evenings on the brae leading to Charleston.

Thrums 
is defined as the end of a weaver’s thread, and how apt 
the name for an idealized Kirriemuir,* where the hand 
loom survived the sweeping onrush of mechanical prog- 
ress longer perhaps than any other town in Scotland, 
Old thatched houses still seem to smell of the yarn with 
which the canvas was woven,

(Characters similar to Barrie's heroes abound on the 
outskirts’ of Tbhrums. The old village church, not half 
an hour's journey away, with the ivy growing up the 
walls and the wooden clock rivaling the sundial near by, 
is occupied by a second Gavin Dishart; the stone-breaker, 
Tammas Haggart. is now on the tar barrel resurfacing the 
macadamized roads; D, Fittis, the’ “whinslayer,” has 
dropped his seythe and hired out to a farmer in Glen 
Ogilvy: the dominie still runs the schoolhouse but applies 
modern methods in teaching. 

Barrie denied he drew his characters from real life; 
yet he is acknowledged to be one of the greatest inter- 
preters of Scottish character. Of places in his books 
he has admitted their real identity. Thrums he found 
«u playground, a playground which has been sketched in 
indelible ink on the literary map of the world. And 
when he set his characters free to roam over that play- 
eround he used no restraint, but allowed them to wander 
whither they cared. At times their waywardness nettled 
him. he has said, and he tried to bring them back to 
the main road of his story. But they seldom came, and 
his efforts ended by his plodding after them. In this 
is probably the secret of the “elusive Barrie.”

humor so deftly as Barrie. A master craftsman, he cofa- 
bin pathos and humor in such a way as to bring a 
smile where a tear would fall. His versatility is no less 
vyreat than his stvle is elusive, and the sympathy with 
which he endows even the most insignificant of his people 
reveals a nature responsive to the slightest touch.

The writer has- said above that the soll on these 
mountain-sides can be put to hundredtold better use 
than that of growing timber Will the reader think 
through the following suggestion: 

Let every stick of timber in these mountains above 
the eltitude of 6000 feet be removed, root and branch, 
except in choice spots for ornament and resorts: and let 
the denuded soil be sown to hardy varieties of grass 
tor grazing purposes. The writer asserts without hesita- 
tion that the commonwealth would realize more from 
these mountain slopes in one season as properly man- 
aged grazing lands, in beef and mutton, hides and wool, 
than {it will in 500 seasons as forest lands. 

The foregoing observations apply to the whole moun- 
tain region of western America. from Alaska to Pata- 
gonla--from Point Barrow to Cape Horn,

However we notice that there are a few misprints and 
we should be ver: grateful to you if you would have these 
corrected. | 

In the year 1919, in Germany 118,000 hectoliters of 
brandy (100 per cent alcohol) were consumed, or 02 
liters per head of population, and not as printed “17 
nectoliters of brandy, or 19.2 liters per head.” 

In 1921, the consumption of alcohoi was 1.267.000 
hectoliters, or 2 liters per head of population, and not as 
printed by you, “1,126,000 hectoliters or 22 liters per 
head.”
